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ABSTRACT 



This report profiles students who enroll at single and 
multiple campuses/sites of the Community College of Philadelphia (CCP) . 
Single-site (attending classes at one campus) and multiple-site (attending 
classes at more than one campus) student groups were profiled based on 
persistence and academic performance indicators and demographic 
characteristics. Findings include: (1) multiple- site course registration at 

CCP appears to be a growing phenomenon; (2) regardless of primary location, 
the graduation rates for students who took courses across locations were 
greater than the graduation rates for single-site students; (3) the median 
number of semesters that students enrolled at CCP was greater for 
multiple-site students than for single-site students; (4) multiple-site 
students completed a higher proportion of -the credits they attempted than did 
single-site students; (5) multiple- site students who were enrolled at CCP 
during the fall 1998 term were far more likely to be enrolled at the college 
during spring 2000 than were single-site students; (6) student groups were 
similar with regard to the median number of credits they took during the fall 
1998 semester; (7) in most cases, multiple-site students earned slightly 
higher cumulative grade point averages (GPAs) than their single- site 
counterparts; and (8) with regard to demographic characteristics, female 
students, black students, and older students were most likely to enroll at 
multiple sites.

Prior to this study, multiple-site course enrollments were considered within a 
single semester rather than over time. The information described in this report is based 
on the latter approach. The enrollment patterns of students who took credit courses 
during the Fall 1998 semester were tracked to determine the location(s) of the courses 
they enrolled in while students at the College. Course locations included those for classes 
taken before, during and after the Fall 1998 semester. Spring 2000 was the last semester 
included in this analysis. Course location categories included: Main Campus, Northeast 
Regional Center (NERC), West Regional Center (WERC), Northwest Regional Center 
(NWRC), and Neighborhood Sites. If a student took courses at a single site while at 
Community College of Philadelphia, they were categorized as a single site student while 
students who took classes across locations were categorized as multiple site students with 
a primary location. Figure 1, which shows the incidence of multiple enrollments by 
primary site, documents that Regional Center students were more likely than Main 
Campus students to take courses at more than one location. The percentage of students 
who enrolled at more than one site while a student at the College ranged from 32.7% of 
Neighborhood Site students to 22.4% of Main Campus students. 

There were differences in programs of study for single and multiple site students 
at the regional centers, neighborhood sites, and main campus. In general, multiple site 
students appeared to be more certain of their educational objectives based on the nature 
of their curriculum. NERC students who enrolled exclusively at the Center (Table 1) 
were considerably more likely than students who enrolled at multiple locations to be 
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enrolled in a non-interest area Liberal Arts or General Studies Program. Fifty three 
percent of single site students were enrolled in these programs compared to 40.1% of 
multiple location students. Multiple site NERC students were also twice as likely as 
single site students to be enrolled in one of the nursing-oriented programs (8.4% vs. 
4.3%) and more likely to be enrolled in the Management and Justice programs. Senior 
citizens were much more likely to be single site enrollees than multiple site students. 
Most of the same program enrollment patterns were true for single and multiple site 
students at WERC, NWRC, and the main campus (Tables 3 through 8). 

The program interests of students enrolled exclusively at Neighborhood Sites and 
students who were enrolled at Neighborhood Sites and elsewhere were quite different. 
Multiple site students were less likely than their single site counterparts to be enrolled as 
Liberal Arts students and more likely to be enrolled as General Studies Transfer, 
Management, Education, or Early Childhood Education students (Tables 9 and 10). 

Single and multiple site student groups were profiled based on several persistence 
and academic performance indicators and demographic characteristics. Summaries of 
these profiles, which appear in Figures 2 through 10, are as follows: 

• Regardless of primary location, the graduation rates for students who took 
courses across locations were greater than the rates for single site students 
(Figure 2). The biggest differences in graduation rates were associated with 
single and multiple site students at the Main Campus and the Northeast 
Regional Center. 
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• The median number of semesters that students enrolled at the College was 
greater for multiple site students than for single site students (Figure 3). The 
median number of semesters for single site students who did not graduate 
ranged from 2 to 4 while the range for multiple site students who did not 
graduate was 4 to 9. Multiple site students who took courses primarily at the 
Main Campus or Neighborhood Sites tended to persist for more semesters 
than students primarily enrolled at other locations. 

• Multiple site students completed a higher proportion of the credits they 
attempted than did single site students (Figure 4). For example, multiple site 
students who primarily attended classes at Neighborhood Sites completed 
97% of the credits they attempted compared with Neighborhood Site only 
students who completed 92% of their credits. 

• Multiple site students who were enrolled at the College during the Fall 1998 
term were far more likely to be enrolled at the College during the Spring 2000 
semester than were single location students (Figure 5). Approximately 46% of 
multiple site students who were primarily enrolled at the West Regional 
Center or the Main Campus were taking courses at the College during the 
Spring 2000 semester while 1 1.9% and 32.8% of their single site counterparts 
did so. 
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• Student groups were similar with regard to the median number of credits they 
took during the Fall 1998 semester (Figure 6). Main Campus students took the 
largest number of credits during this fall semester while Neighborhood Site 
students took the fewest credits. 

• In most cases, multiple site students earned slightly higher cumulative GPAs 
than their single site counterparts (Figure 7). The largest difference was 
associated with Northwest Regional Center students. The median GPA for 
multiple site students was 2.80, while the median GPA was 2.48 for single site 
students at this location. 

• With regard to demographic characteristics, female students were more likely 
than males to enroll at multiple sites (Figure 8); black students were more 
likely than other students to enroll at multiple sites (Figure 9); and Main 
Campus and NERC multiple site students were older than single site students 
at these locations. The opposite was true for the relationship between age and 
single/multiple site students at the other regional centers and neighborhood 
sites (Figure 10). 

Summary 

Multiple site course registration at Community College of Philadelphia appears to 
be a growing phenomenon that is associated with very positive student persistence 
behavior. The most consistent differences between single and multiple site students are 
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the greater levels of persistence, both short and long term, exhibited by students who took 
courses at multiple locations. 

After reviewing program enrollment differences across these student groups, one 
possible explanation for the greater persistence of multiple site students is that they may 
have more clearly defined educational objectives than their single site counterparts. 
Consequently, they may be more motivated than students with less well-defined 
educational goals to create course schedules that maximize the achievement of their 
objectives, even if it entails the inconvenience of longer commutes to take needed 
courses. Rather than waiting for a course to be offered at their most convenient location, 
multiple site students may be opting to enroll in the course elsewhere, in the interest of 
progressing toward the achievement of their educational objectives. If this assumption is 
true, the College should determine if sufficient opportunities exist for students to 
complete degree programs in a reasonable time frame at a single location. To the extent 
these opportunities do not exist, the College may be encouraging attrition among students 
who are not willing or able to travel between course locations for needed courses.
